FARMERS MAKING USE OF 
LOCAL LIME DEPOSI’

AUBURN, Ala.—-Alabama farm- 
ers are digging local deposits of 
limestone and applying it to their 
fields and pastures, 

“There are about 30 different 
geologic formations of limestone 
in the State,” says James A. Naf- 
tel, associate soil chemist, Ala- 
bama Experiment Station, in re- 
porting that “these formations are 
localized into six general areas, 
Of the 67 counties, only about 12 
tu 15 are without an available 
source of lime.” 

High calcic limestones extend 
completely across the northern 
end of the State and furnish one 
of the important potential supplies 
of lime. The great mineral dis- 
trict, extending from Bibb County 
northeast through Birmingham and 
Gadsden into Georgia, contains the 
greatest potential supply of both 
high calecie and dolomitic sources 
of lime, 

The Selma chalk and Sumter 
clay of the Blackbelt extending 
through South Central Alabama is 
an important source of soft low- 
grade lime which should be used 
for the acid soils of that area. 
Chewacla marble is found in a 
small area in Lee County running 
northeast and southwest with sev- 
eral exposures known. 

Extending from the Chattahoo- 
chee River in Henry County irreg- 
ularly westward to the Alabama 
River in Wilcox is the Clayton 
Formation, Perhaps the cheapest 
source of high calcic lime in the 
State is being obtained from the 
Marianna, Jackson and 
Glendon Formations found in ir- 
regular areas extending from the 
Southeast corner of this State 
northwest to the Mississippi line.

WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1940, which is the 5th day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Election in 1940; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, 
and by the provisions of the Act 
submitting said amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 5th day of November: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 5th day of November, 1940, 
an election will be held at the sey- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“The State of Alabama is 
hereby authorized to issue not 
exceeding $5,000,000 aggregate 
principal amount of bonds for 
the purpose of paying or retir- 
ing prior to maturity, the bonds 
of the Alabama State Bridge 
Corporation and the bonds of 
the Alabama Bridge Authority, 
Incorporated, which were out- 
standing on July 1, 1939. Said 
bonds shall be general obliga- 
tions of the State of Alabama, 
to the prompt payment of the 
principal of and interest on 
which the full faith and credit

tionally secured, without prior- 
ity of one bond over another, 
by a pledge of the proceeds of 
the gasoline excise tax, author-

mated amount of uncollected 
taxes for such fiscal year. The 
uncollected taxes for such fiscal 
year shall be estimated by de- 
ducting the taxes thus far col- 
lected and by deducting the 
taxes pledged for bonds and in- 
terest thereon maturing during 
that fiscal year from the annual 
average of the total taxes of the 
State collected during the pre- 
ceding three fiscal years as cer- 
tified by the State Treasurer. 
Such temporary loans may be 
evidenced by a _ negotiable 
promissory note or notes of the 
State and shall be due and pay- 
able within the fiscal year in 
which negotiated and may be 
renewed or extended but shall 
not be renewed or extended be- 
yond that fiscal year, Both the 
principal of and interest on said 
note or notes shall be payable 
from and secured by a lien 
upon the taxes in anticipation 
of the collection of which they 
shall have been issued and 
shall also be general obligations 
of the State of Alabama; and 
the full faith and credit and 
taxing power of the State are 
hereby irrevocably pledged to 
the payment thereof. Said notes 
and the interest thereon shall 
be forever exempt from taxes 
of every kind. The State shall 
not, directly or indirectly, ab- 
solutely or contingently, con- 
tract or incur any indebtedness

Any appropriation for any such 
purpose shall be void.”

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1939, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
the day of the General Election next 
succeeding the final adjournment 
of the Legislature at which the elec- 
tion was ordered; and 

WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1940, which is the 5th day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Election in 1940; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting said Amendment, ‘to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 5th day of November: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. 
Dixon, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 5th day of November, 1940, an 
election will-be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law; upon the follow- 
ing proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The Legislature of Alabama 
may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, 
fix, regulate and alter the costs 
and charges of courts, fees, 
commissions, allowances and 
salaries to be charged or re- 
ceived by any county officer of 
Morgan County, including, with- 
out limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, the Judge of Pro- 
bate, Tax Collector, Tax Asses- 
sor, Sheriff, Circuit Clerk, and 
Register, including the method 
and basis of compensation of 
such officer, and may provide 
for the placing of any such of- 
ficer on a salary and that the 
fees, costs and allowances col- 
lected by such officer be paid 
into the County treasury. All 
acts of the regular or adjourned 
session of the Legislature of 
Alabama which convened in 
January 1939, tixing or purport- 
ing to fix the compensation of 
any such officer on a salary 
basis are hereby validated and 
confirmed."

THE MESSAGE OF JOHN 
THE BAPTIST 
LESSON TEXT—Luke 3:3, 8-17, 21, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Bring forth, th 


fore, fruits worthy of repentence,—Luke 
ob 


Four centuries of silence! God 
made a loving appeal to His people 
through Malachi, the prophet (see 
lesson of June 23), but they failed 
to respond, and for about 400 years 
no prophet had appeared with an 
authoritative message from God. 
sut now "God, who at sundry times 
and inh divers manners spake in time 
past unto the fathers by the proph- 
ets" was ready in the ‘last days"’ 
to speak by “his Son'' (Heb. 1:1, 2). 

3efore the Lord should come, 
however, the prophet Isaiah (40:3- 
5) had declared that a voice was to 
come out of the wilderness to cry, 
“Prepare ye the way of the Lord.” 
The great honor of that ministry 
did not fall upon the religious or 
political leaders mentioned in Luke 
3:1, but ‘‘the word of God came unto 
John . in the wilderness.’’ When 
God calls a preacher, something 
vital and interesting is about to hap- 
pen, 

1. The Preacher—His Call and 
Character. 

It is significant that the call ot 
God for this ministry passed by the 
mighty of Rome, which was polit- 
ically powerful, holding sway over 
the world of its day. It is doubly 
significant that it passed by Jeru- 
salem, the religious center of the 
Jewish nation. God was not looking 
for influence, prestige, or position, 
He was looking for a man, and He 
found him, though He had to seek 
him in the wilderness, Where is 
God’s man for our day? 

The character of John is revealed 
to us by Scripture as unique and 
rugged, He was a striking figure as 
he came suddenly out of the wilder- 
ness, but the outstanding qualifica- 
tion of John was that he was humble 
and obedient to God’s will. Upon 
such a man the power of God may 
fall in all its fullness. 

II. His Message—Its Nature and 
the Reaction (vy. 3, 8-14). 

Repentance, as evidenced by bap- 
tism, this was John’s word to his 
day. He did not grant them absolu- 
tion from their sins, but in repent- 
ance they were to look forward to 
the cleansing from sin by the wash- 
ing of the blood of Christ who was 
to ¢ome. John was the forerunner 
of Christ. His message of repent- 
ance was a preparation for the com- 
ing message of redemption. 

The reaction of the people is ex- 
pressed in the question, ‘‘What must 
we do?’’ Much more would be ac- 
complished for Christ in our day if 
that were the response of people to 
the preaching of the truth. Instead 
of criticizing or commending the 
preacher, or the sermon, let us ask, 
‘What shall I do about it?’’ and 
then let us do it. 

The answer of John was that each 
one should, by his works, show the 
reality of his repentance in the de- 
tails of his daily work and life. Of 
course, the all-important thing is 
that a man should believe in Christ, 
and by faith receive him as Saviour, 
but that faith must show itself in 
daily living or it is meaningless, 
and, in fact, nonexistent. The 
world is full of those who need to 
answer our Lord's own question, 
“Why call ye me Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I say?” 
(Luke 6:46) 

Ill. His Ministry to Jesus—the 
Baptism and Heavenly Response 
(vv. 15-17, 21, 22). 

The forthright honesty and the hu- 
mility of John appeared in his im- 
mediate correction of the people's 
mistaken idea that he was the 
Christ. He made clear that his bap- 
tism with water, indicating their 
change of mind concerning sin, 
would only have real meaning as 
the coming One—his Lord and ours 
—would change their natures by the 
baptism of flre and of the Spirit. 

Jesus, who knew no sin of which 
to repent, took the place of a peni- 
tent sinner and was baptized by 
John Thus He, the sinless One, 
entered upon His public ministry 
and His work of redemption by tak 
ing the place of fallen humanity 
What infinite grace and condescen- 
sion! 

As He prayed, after John had bap- 
tized Him, the heavens opened and 
the Holy Spirit, taking the form of 
the gentle dove, rested upon Him. 
God the Father spoke forth heaven's 
estimate of our Saviour; He was 
declared to be the ‘beloved Son" 
of God, in whom the Father was 
“well pleased," 

This attestation of His divinity and 
recognition of His spotless life and 
character was for Him, but not for 
Him alone. It speaks to us even 
as it has spoken to all men through 
the centuries, of the One who is 
Saviour and Lord. ‘He is able also 
to save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession for 
them. For such an high priest be- 
came us, who is holy, harmless, 
undefiled, separate from sinners, 
and made higher than the heavens” 
(Heb, 7:25, 26).

COTTON GROWERS 
WILL BALLOT DEC. 7 
ON’41 SALES QUOTA 


Coffee County cotton growers 
will vote on Saturday, December 
7, along with other cotton growers 
of the Nation, to deterfnine wheth- 
er they wish a marketing quota 
to apply to their 1941 cotton crop. 
The quota will go into effect only 
if approved by two-thirds of the 
farmers voting, 

Marketing quotas have been in 
effect for the last three years, 
Hugh D. Sexton, county agent, 
points out, The 1940 quota was 
approved last fall by 91,2 per cent 
of the Nation’s growers who voted 
in the referendum, It was ap- 
proved by 95 per cent of the farm- 
crs in Alabama, 96 per cent of 
the farmers in Coffee County. 

As in former years, the county 
committee will be in charge of the 
referendum, Plans are now being 
made locally for holding the vote 
in each community. 

The Secretary of Agriculture de- 
clared a 1941 marketing quota in 
September when it was determined 
that the supply of American cot- 
ton, on August 1, 1940, totaled 
23,900,000 bales, or 137 per cent 
of the “normal” supply, which is 
18,200,000 bales. Under the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act, a maw 
keting quota must be declared 
when supplies reach 137 per cent 
of normal, 

The national quota for 1941 is 
the same as the one in effect this 
year, and will make possible the 
marketing, through the quota pro- 
gram, of about 12 million bales 
during the year beginning August 
1, 1941, 

“Coffee County's cotton growers 
are familiar with marketing quo- 
tas," Mr. Sexton says," since they 
have used them for three seasons 
to avoid adding to our already 
large cotton supply, to protect the 
markets of farmers who plant 
within their AAA acreage allot- 
ments, and to prevent growers 
who overplant from defeating the 
work of farmers who are trying 
to balance the cotton supply with 
market demand and normal carry- 
over,” 

Mr, Sexton points out that if 
marketing quotas are in effect in 
1941, farmers who plant within 
their allotments may market 
without penalty all cotton which 
they produce in 1941, Farmers 
who overplant their acreage allot- 
ments or who have penalty cotton 
from a previous crop must pay 4 
penalty of 3 cents a pound on all 
cotton marketed in excess of their 
farm marketing quotas,

STATE IS PLANNING 
FIVE-YEAR CONSER- 
VATION PROGRAM 


AUBURN, Ala, Plans for a 
more permanent soil conservation 
program for the farmers of Ala- 
bama are now being made under 
the leadership of the HWxtension 
Service of the Alabama Polytecn- 
nie Institute, announces I, W, Dug- 
gan, director of the Southern Divi- 
sion, Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration, 

Alabama is the first State to 
adopt a long-time conservation 
plan under the AAA program, The 
new plan will become operative 
December 1, 1940, the beginning 
of the next program year, and it 
is designed to cover a five-year 
period, 

R, M, Evans, Administrator of 
the AAA, has formally approved 
the new type of program. 

Under the new provisions, a 
portion of the AAA payments 
made to farmers for planting 
within special crop allotments will 
be conditioned upon carrying out 
® farm conservation plan that will 
conserve and improve the fertility 
of the soil on their farms, 

Walter L, Randolph, native Ala- 
bamian, former AAA Administra- 
tive Officer in Alabama, now as- 
sistant director of the Southern 
Division, concelyed and initiated 
the revised program, which has 
been formulated in several recent 
meetings of Alabama agricultural 
leaders and farmers at Auburn, 

The plans for each farmer will 
be madé under the direction of 
the Extension Service of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, with 
the active cooperation of the Soil 
Conservation Service and other 
agricultural agencies, 

P. O. Davis, state extension di- 
rector, announced that the Ala- 
bama Extension Service is glad of 
the opportunity to render this ad- 
ditional service to Alabama farm- 
ers, 

Local farm leaders after at- 
tending schools of instruction held 
by Extension Service and Soil 
Conservation Service Workers will 
assist farmers in developing con- 
servation plans for their own 
farms, 

In making public the “Alabama 
plan,’ Mr, Duggan outlined « the 
minimum requirements of all Ala- 
bama farm plans as follows: 

(1) Each farmer participating 
shall grow on at least 23 per vent 
of his cropland each year certain 
erosion resisting and soil-conseryv- 
ing crops, 

(2) Proper terracing is to be 
done over a period of five years 
on all cropland having a slope in 
excess of 2 per cent that is not 
in permanent vegetative cover. 

(3) On at least one acre of 
cropland out of 15, certain peren- 
nial soil-conserving crops shall be 
maintained or established during 
the next five years, 

(4) On at least one acre out 
of 15, permanent pasture land shall 
be maintained or established dur- 
ing the next five years, 

Farmers will be given units of 
credit for carrying out each of 
these practices. A part of the 
net payments with respect to cot- 
ton, peanuts, tobacco, wheat and 
potatoes will be conditioned upon 
their carrying out these soil-con- 
serving practices.

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EVERY ACRE MUST 
PRODUCE ANNU’LLY 
FOR FARM PROFIT 


There are approximately 138,700 
acres of land in Coffee County 
that are cleared but lying idle, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the 
supervisors of the Wiregrass Soil 
Conservation District, Many of 
these and similar lands need arti- 
ficial reforestation to put them 
back to work, check erosion, and 
change them from a liability to 
an asset, 

Many farmers who are entering 
into agreements with Soil Con- 
servation Districts are realizing 
that to farm profitably they must 
make every acre produce a net 
profit annually, They are aware 
that agriculture cannot long en- 
dure where one productive acre 
must carry the tax and interest 
burden of two unproductive acres. 
Hence, with an eye to the future, 
these farmers are reforesting erod- 
ing and unfertile lands with a de- 
sirable species of pine or black 
locust, 

All idle open fields not suited to 
profitable annual or perennial crops 
or pasture and large openings in 
woods should be reforested. Some 
acres if protected from fire and: 
grazing would reseed naturally, 
where proper cutting methods are 
employed, Sufficient mature trees 
should be left in a stand to pro- 
duce seed for reseeding the area, 

The farm woods, like field crops, 
respond to proper care and pro- 
tection. “Weeding” or the right 
use of the saw and ax to remove 
the less desirable species will stim- 
ulate the growth and improve the 
quality of the forestry products, 

Bulletins containing instructions 
for planting trees and information 
concerning the benefit payments 
for improving the farm woodlands 
can be obtained from your county 
agent or Soil Conservation techni- 
cian, 

Tree seedlings may be ordered 
from the State Nursery, and or- 
ders should be placed immediately, 
as the supply is limited. Order 
blanks may be secured from the 
county agent's office,
